— Fine weather and 
a faxt track marked the resumption of racing at 
City I’ark, with a lug attemlanoe. Thirty-nine lay- 
ers, a record nmnl)er in these )>arts, ‘were in iine, 
hut the light business did nut justify the uuniber. 

Frotn a racing standisdnt the handicap at seven 
rurlongs was the principal feature. lu It Jack 
Atkin was_ asked to carry 134 iHHinds and emcede 
' weight to the other starters, among them Jacobite. 
He did so in decisive fashion and demonstrated 
that, excepting <'lmpullei«'c, he is easil.v the best 
racer here. Jacobite's performance was l»y no 
means a poor one. He carried his 129 pounds gal 
lantiy and sto.Hl a hard drive to l>eat I’asadeua 
for second place. , 

Fifteen filly baby racers made Hieir debut in the 
opening seramhie, and tlie finish was a desjierate one 
, ls't\veen ElisutlKMh HarwrssI, from Edward Corri- 

gan's stalde. and Helen Kidder, owned by F. A. 
r<uid. Inela. a t^lla representative, finislied in 
Hiird place. It was probably the iKK>rest of any 
of tile juvenile races run to date, as all of the 
starters were gri'cn and dashed belter skelter all 
over the course. 

The steeplechase had an unwieldy field of four- 
ty te»Mi starters and went to Coal Black Lady, well 
ridden by tlie Italittii rider.' Masiiada. Mc.Vllister 
♦ went we'l throughout and Imt for sulTering from 

some early interference, might have beaten the 
winner. Tliesr-ian displayed erratic foviu and, while 
in the lead api>roaehing the fourth liedge, at- 
tempted to bolt, blit failing to clear the oijstaele, 
ei'MsIie.I into tlie wing and fell heavily. His rider, , 
C. Holt, sustained a fractured collar tKUie and a 
lii'oken jaw. Thespian had to Ik> destroyed.

I shipped two carloads of lior.ses and 
8»-<-ured the services of Walter .Miller to do my 
light riding and Willie Diigan for the heavier 
mounts. I Just naluially could not see how I was 
to he beaten. 

•'On the way out tlie horses took sick, and when 
I landetl I did not have one iu the lot that could 
win anything. I duhlK'd along with them until I 
liad lost enough money to hny a race track, and 
then 1 decided to iH'nd a string of them to Oaklainl. 

I liad some diekey-leggfaJ ones that iniild race in 
Hie mud, and it had lieeu raining there almost eou- 
tiniHuisly. 

"The horses were ready to race, and bad shipiied 
well, hut my hoodoo was still active. Word went 
around that I was lieadiug for Oakland, and that 
(lilt an end to the rain. Aiauit that time I liad to 
liiislle aroiiinl to gather my ear fare liaek east. 

“It's a fine place to race for the winter, hut the 
only way to do it riglit is to take a few horses 
and couat it a holiday. That’s the dope that 
caahes."

PARSIMONY IS THE ORDER AT LATONIA. 

The Only Stake of Real Importance, Except the 
Derby, Abolished. 



Tlic IIO.IMHI Queen City Handicap has lieen tem- 
IKini.'ily shelvitl Iiy the Latonia Jockey Cliiti and 
it will not lie roni'weii tills year. It fell short of 
its puriHiso 111 tlie two years that it was tried. It 
did not prove itself a drawing card either as to 
liorses or ns to tlie' public. The same crowd was 
tliere as would liiive came lait to see a parade of 
$4(J0 purses de«-ided. In the future when racing 
ill tlie west rests on a solid footing, the Queen City 
Hniidicap will he revived with a greater value 
tlian it had. It is expectiMl that when this time 
arrives it will lie easy to secure a field of classy 
horses as coutcudeis which will draw a large crowd 
to see it run. 

Tlie stake list for the o|ieiiing spring meeting 
will he issued in a day or so and it will contain 
all of the old fixtures. The Harold, for two-year- 
old colts; tlie Clipsetta, for two-year-old fillies; 
the Fleischmaiin troiiliy, for two-year-olds of both 
sexes; the Derliy and Daks, the Brewers’ Decoration 
and Hotel Handieaps. tlie .Merchants’ Selllng*Stakcs 
and tlie Kteeplechnsi' Stakes iilioiit make up the list. 

I’resldent Joscpli L. Itliinock went over the stake 
list while liore and all were approved hy him, and 
he Indorsed tlie dropping of tlie big stake. Ho said: 
"Tile Latonia .Toikey Club must give away $3,000 
daily. That d'X‘s not look so hlg wlicn one picks 
up tlie itaper and secs $20,000 stakes decided In 
the east and $10,000 given away on other days, hut 
when you take the difference In income Into con- 
sideration the western tracks are giving away the 
most money. The $3 admission and 20,000 people 
going tlirough the gates piles up a mountain of 
dough. Out west or 2,000 paid admissions 

looks pretty gooii. I believe in hlg stakes. They, 
as a rule, attract crowds and give the track a lot 
of pulilieity. I’eoplo will flock to see the champion 
fighter, runner, swimmer or wrestler, and will go 
quite a ways to see the best horse in the country, 
either running or trotting. But our big handicap 
did not attract the best horses. It was not big 
enough for that. But the day will come when this 
event will stand out like the Brooklyn. Brighton 
or Siiburhau. But other conditions will have to 
prevail. Oiir other stake offerings I think are 

lilieral enough.” — Cincinnati Enquirer.

Superin- 
tendent Ed Kane is highly elated over the arrival 
of the colt. ‘‘.V colt for the first iioru,” said he. 
"Well, Rock S’and has made a gwid start. He has 
two two-yeai'-olds and thirteen yearlings in Eng 
land, hilt this is his, first in .\ineriea and the first 
of ills tliird year in thf stud.’’ 

Waller C. Rollins, who committed .suicide in New 
York last .'Saturday, was a native of I.exington. He 
la'gau lii.s cari'er on the turf some thirty years ago 
as a stable laiy iu tlie employ of tlie late Driee 
Metirath. The first giaxl horse he ever trained 
I was General Moiiroe, winner of the Suburban Han- 
dicap ot 1884.

DEFEATS MASSA AND OTHER FAST ONES IN 
THE MAIN OAKLAND RACE. 

Work Box Takes the Two-Year-Old Race — Mandator 
and Lord Filigrane Run Up and Bought 
After Winning. 



Oukland. Cal., January 20. — Jake Iloltmau made a 
bad mess of the start in the last race at Oakland 
toilay and the crowd hissed him vigorously. He 
calli'd to the ten starters to eouie on, suddenly 
changed his mind, waved them liack with voice 
and gesture, then iu the next breath yelled to tlieiii 
again to go on. but forgot to spring the barrier. Only 
three. I.ord Filigraiie, Jack Paine and Inkevlew, 
got away well, the others either pulling up or 
stauding with their heads over the tape. The two 
favorites. Catherine F. and Crystal Wave, were in 
the la-sV-naiued category and practically eliminated 
as contenders, lloltman, out iu the pelting rain, 
stood quite still for a long time, a picture of de- 
jection. A. G. Blakeley’s Lord Filigrane, with 
Miller up, won a bandy victory at good odds. J. 
Dinkelspiel lioosted the winner from $tJ<K» to $tMt0, 
and Blakeley cheerfully let bis horse go at that 
ptice. . 

The card was e.xcelleiit, imt contained no slake 
features. The fourth race at seven furlongs, how- 
ever. attracted a high-class ficlil. Eight of tlie 
best horses in local training participated. Geni- 
niell, which, in his preceding two starts was Imdly 
iH'aten and seemingly unable to raise a common 
galloii, was toihi.v plnugeil upon with extr-'nie c<'n- 
fldonee and at post time no better tlian the ridieu- 
loiisly short price of 7 to 5 was olita^nable about 
him. The result fully justified the confidence of 
the liushwinickiiig lirigude, as Gemuiell wou like ii 
1 to 11) chance. 

Grace G., the recoiling favorite, was held at t)**! 
post hy the whippeV-in and virtually left. It is 
doubtful, however, if .Soule's filly could'" have eveu 
exercised the winner on this occasion.

TRUE WING'S REMARKABLE RECOVERY. 

True Wing, which was cut down in the running 
of the Thanksgiving Handicap at Oakland, has been 
taken from the liospital and returned to the training 
stalile at the track. It was not thought possible 
at tlie time that the splendid mare could even lie 
saved for breeding purposes, and her recovery is 
iK'st told in the words of her owner, T. U. Ryan, 
who says: 

“In ail tlie time I have been around liorses I never 
liefore saw one with such a constitution as True 
Wing. Her vitality is simply marvelous, and I 
don't believe there Is another case on record that 
e<|uals tiers. After slie had lieen on the talile 
ten liours I thought she ■would fret too miioU if 
swung up In a sling, and requesteil that she he 
placed upon the flixir to do the best she could. Slie 
never had tier leg in a sling a minute. Two wwks 
after the accident to her, lockjaw set in, and it 
looked like a iiimdred dollars to a nickel that she. 
would die. Such an attack of that malady as sliu 
had would liave killed any sound horse, tint she 
pnlleil tliroiigh all right. What makes her display 
of vitallt.v more astonishing Is the fact tliat all 
throiigli lier sickness and iK'fore it and since, she 
has stixxl uii — forty-tliree days iu all. I had her 
taken from the hospital to the track In an ambn- 
lancc, but she Walked from her stall .to the ambu- 
lance, and after being unloaded at the track walked 
into tbe barn. After getting back in her old stall 
she slowed slie recognized the lx>y who always at- 
tended her by laying her head over his shoulder, 
and twent.v mfiintes later she laid down and' en- 
joyed a roil. She now walks aimut in her stall, 
and I believe she could walk ten miles If I eared 
to liave her do so. Of course, I will never race her 
again, no matter how gooil she might look, Imt 
just when 1 will sliip her back to Illinois I have 
not determined. Slie has certainly showed to be a 
wonderfully game mare.” 



GROWTH OF THE NORTHERN CIRCUIT. 



The statement of finances showing how the clubs 
of, the Northern Racing Circuit distributed last 
year more than a half million dollars in stakes 
and t>iir.ses is a most striking reminder of the 
growth and extent of racing in this territory. And 
all round an Increase in values may be anticipated 
for the ceniing season. The development of this 
circuit is perhaps the most remarkable feature of 
tlie turf in .Vmeriea in the period that has elajised 
since .Mr. David A. Boyle’s Kllsniere won the first 
race cm the day of the opening of the Fort Erie 
track. -\t that time the Ontario Joc'key Club gave 
se*en days racing lu the spring and none at all in 
the autumn. The number of horses was hardly 
greater than is now seen on one day’s program. 
The purse.s were $300 and the club retained the en- 
Iniiiee moiii'y in all eases. The Queen’s Plate 
had .S.'iOO added, wlii'reas the adih'd money is now 
$1.«MN). Tile Wcxxlstoek Plate lueliuled $."i0i) of the 
eliili's iiiouey — just an overnight purse now — insteail 
of $1,3’.'0 us last .vear. and similar dispajity existed 
lu aH events as compared with the large amounts 
for which owners now compete.— Toronto Globe,
